Senate Bill 1645 limits all student fee increases; even 
in emergency situations, to 10 percent. Unless there 
are “unforeseen circumstances” which leave the state 
with no other option, the law mandates that tuition costs 
remain in proportion to the cost of higher education to 
the’state. 

Because Wilson has.only submitted his budget to.the 
state legislature, he has not actually violated any law.

, ~. With his decision to ‘salvage Cal State Fullerton’s Di- 
vision 1-A football team, President Milton Gordon has 
proven himself worthy of the arduous task of wisely 
leading the university into aforeboding decade of budget * 
’ deficits and revenue shortfalls. 

Unflappable during week-long. speculation over the . 
football team's fate, Gordon did not.panic and hastily 
‘agree with the Athletics Council's. recommendation to 
drop the program. Neither did he immediately cave in .. 
to pressure from the city of Fullerton to keep the team 
after the recommendation pecalie public more ‘than five 
days ago. 

Gordon weighed all his options, listened to all sides 
of the issue. And he waited. 

He waited until every CSUF graduate with a television 
or newspaper subscription heard that the program might 
be cut, He waited until every sports enthusiast in South- 
ern California learned Orange County was going to lose 
‘its only Division 1-A football team. He waited until all 
_ prominent television and print reporters crammed into. 
his media briefing room last week, anxious for his deci- 
= ‘sion. 

Then, placing heavy emphasis on the need for strong 
community support and contributions, Gordon an- 
nounced the football team would be saved. 

In justifying his decision, Gordon cited community 
members and city officials who had convinced him they 
could raise $650,000 to cover the athletic department's 
current $150,000 deficit and the projected $500,000 
shortfall in 1991-92. Last week, the Titan Athletic Found- |. 
ation received pledges in excess of $100,000. 

Gordon's decision’ ‘also succeeded in focusing atten- 
tion on what the governor's budget proposal will do to 

_ State universities. No oné seemed to take much notice 

when Gov. Pete Wilson laid $14.1 million of the state's 
$7 billion shortfall on CSUF, until the possibility of losing 
the football team became public. In the last week and 
_a half, the budget cuts have received almost as much — 
attention and criticism as .the football program. 

Aside from,foeusing public attention on the need for- 
financial support at CSUF, Gordon saved the university 
from losing more money in the future. In the contract 
CSUF has with the city of Fullerton for the construction 

_ of the Titan Sports Complex, the city has agreed to pay

California has a severe shor- 
tage of. minority teachers, and 
the situation is expected to wor- 
sen, a CSU representative has 
said. 

“The state needs teachers,” 
said Max Benavidez, manager of 
university communications at 
CSU public affairs. “The bur- 
geoning population makes it ur- 
gent to have more teachers, be- 
cause the ratio of minority 
teachers to minority students is 
not proportional.” 

Nineteen percent of the esti- 
mated .16,000 who are planning 


* to teach at an elementary or sec- 


ondary school are minorities, 
compared to 52 percent of the 
current, student enrollment, 
said Tom Rose, representative 
for the Commission for Teacher 
Credentialing. 

In an effort to recruit aainouity 
teachers, the. CSU system has 


started a -major campaign, in-- 
~ cluding television and radio ad- 


vertisements. Cal State Fuller- 
ton’s, Communications Depart- 
ment is also increasing efforts 
to attract qualified minority 
candidates. ~

Services, ‘lighting 
to be affected by 
recent legislation

In an,attempt to curb crime 
at universities statewide, the 
legislature has .passed three 
bills toimprove safety and light- 
ing features on campuses. 

Signed by former Gov. George 
Deukmejian, the laws reflect the 
growing concern with reported 
and unreported acts of violence 
at colleges nation wide. 

The law which could have the 
broadest effect concerns the re- 
porting of campus crime. Assem- 
bly Bill 3918, sponsored by As- 
semblyman Pat Nolan, R-Glen- 
dale, requires higher education 
institutions to make campus 
crime statistics available to ap- 
plicants, students and employ- 


tration assistant to Nolan, said 
the legislation: requires statis- 
tics be compiled and made avail- 
able, but not reported. 

“Ideally, each institution will 
develop its own safety plan 
based on what's the highest i inci- 
dence of crime at its campus,’ 
she said. 

- Essentially, the bill allows 
people to make knowledgeable 
decisions when deciding where 
they'll go .to’school or work, she 
said. 

“It makes it easier for parents 
or prospective employees ‘to 
make informed decisions,” 
McNichols said. 

Colleen Bentley-Adler, press 


representative for the Chancel-° 


lor’s Office, said the CSU al- 
ready sends yearly ctime statis- 
tics to the campuses. 

“It's always been accessible,” 
she said. “The bill will just make 
it known to more people that the 
reports are available.” 

The legislation also shows 

“more of an openness” from col- 
Jege_administrations, Bentley- 


ees.

Reports will not be given au- 
tomatically, but it is an option 
institutions have, MeNichols 
said. A copy of the reports can 
be requested from the individual 
campuses or the CSU office, 
Bentley-Adler said. 

‘Robbie Nayman, vice presi- 
dent for Student Affairs at Cal 
State Fullerton, said the bill 
brings more accountability to 
the colleges. 

“It will make some people feel 
more assured that institutions 
are aware, sensitive and alert 
and are providing adequate re- 
sources to.meet that,” she said. 
“People have a right to know 
about issues that affect their 
well-being.” 

Also affecting campus crime 
is Assembly Bill 3098, which re- 
quires colleges and universities 
to provide counseling and treat- 


ment to rape victims employed | 


by or attending the institution. 

It is authored by Assemblywo- 
man Lucille Roybal-Allard, D-

“Women’s centers across the 
nation and sororities have asked 
for this,” McDowell said. “It val- 
idates that rape is a problem on 
campuses. Without a clear plan, 
we were providing too many ser- 
vices, and in some cases over- 
whelming the students.” 

The third legislation to affect 
campus crime requires schools 
to set a standard for lighting at

T he Best of the Best: The Year i in Movies

A bad year. 

It was the kind of year that 
fluff like “Pretty Woman” is in 
critical favor. “The © feel-good 
movie of the year,” one critic 
raved. 

It was the kind of year that a 
throwaway like, *‘Edward Sci- 
ssorhands” was hailed as an ar- 
tistic triumph. “The hands-

another critic. 

It was the kind of year that 
the most anticipated film, “The 
Godfather Part III,” was hailed 
as a masterpiece, despite an un- 
finished script, unfocused direc- 
tion, undistinguished perfor- 
mances and a meandering plot.

“GoodFellas” 
and - “The Grifters” — and 
showed up, briefly, as ‘Vineéent 
Van Gogh in the most impressive 
of Akira Kurosawa’s “Dreams.” 

“GoodFellas,” the one great 
movie of 1990, is the masterwork 
of America’s finest working di- 
rector. A beautiful, brutal film, 


based on Nicolas Pileggi’s book 
“Wiseguys,” about blue-collar 
gangsters in New York, it is a 
mature, incise discourse on loy- 
alty and betrayal. It is perhaps 
Scorsese’s_best film and clearly 


the best American film since , 


“Raging Bull.” 
Scorsese, who covered similar 
ground in 1973's “Mean Streets“ 
(and to a lesser extent 1978's 
“Taxi Driver” and 1980's “Rag- 
ing Bull), weaves his tale with 
wit and an unerring eye for de- 
tail. The film explodes off the sc- 


- reen, with taut performances — 


particularly Joe : Pesci’s. por- 


trayal of Tommy De Vito, a sav- 


age volatile gangster — and 
Scorsese sets his rhythms per- 
fectly to those of his actors.

But ‘“Awakenings,”’ Penny 


Marshall’s weeper based on Dr.- 


Oliver Sacks’ work with post-en- 
cephalitic patients, also fits the 
profile of an Oscar winner. The 


movie is not great, it isn’t even * 


very good, but it’s well-crafted, 
features fine performances (by 
DeNiro and Robin. Williams) 
and, most importantly, it tugs at 
the heart. In a year of “feel- 
good” - movies, “Awakenings” 
feels better than the rest. 

The film’s gravest troubles 
stem from its pretentions. It is 
meant to be a “serious” film, but 
Marshall, who is far more adept 
at handling lighter fare, has 
choked all the life out of the pic- 
ture. The film stumbles along, 
shamelessly preying on the au-

“The Godfather Part III” is a 
good bet for the fourth Best Pic- 
ture nomination.
